Boolaaatlon work along tha Strvo&loa Blvar In Maoadcsila was begun 
In 1947. The plan provides for dralnlzig the avampe, controlling the rivers 
and MnF torrents, Irrigation, and the planting of Industrial crops, especial- 
ly cotton. The reolanatlcn project will rtioover about 8,000 heotaraa of 
amble 1^"* for cultivation. The lake eection of ISanoepltovo Blato (M&rah) 
will becoae a reservoir for Irrigation. 

During the last 2 years, the river hae been brou^t under control, 
nad it now flows quietly In a new bed. The nogt dangerous torrents have 
4eea regulated considerably, and too Tasllioa torrent has been completely 
regulated. A l6-kllone ter- long oanal has been ooqileted at tUa foot of 
Mount Belasioa to oonduot the water and melted snow from the aountaln into 
the bed of the Strunlca. A large osnal (U.!) kllcneters long) and wore than 
2.5 kHoneters of snaller cansls have been out acroes Strunloa Folje. Mwy 
more oaxMls renalh to be built, and even the anallest torrents still have 
to bo oontrolled. 

Thousands of hectares of land in the polje ^ a type of Balkan basing 
have already been protected frean flooding and damage from torrents* Over 
80® hectares of hitherto useless land have been drained. 

Raolamatloa work to be done In 19^9 will be 4^ tinea more extensive 
tlmn that of 1946. Barracke to house about 2,000 volunteer workers are 
raudyi end snou^ for 1,500 more workers remain to be built, since about 
3,500 volunteers are expected to work on the project tble year.

The number of farm workers* cooper at ires In Macedonia has grown frca 
2 in 1945, with a msmberahip of 53 families and 214 hectares of arable 
land, to.a^ oooperatlTes with 621. families and 3,439 hectares in 19^, 95 
oooperatlTea with 1,644 families and 7^311 hectcures In 1947, 237 oooparatlTes 
with 6,564 families and 35|850 hectares by the end of 1948, and 414 coopeia- 
tlTSs by 10 March I949.

Eri^rlments have shown that the climate and the land in Hercegovina 
are suitable for growing cotton, Conaeiiueatly, much more cotton will be 
plated this year than in 1948, 

The prc^gram for signing contracts for planting ootton opened in 
Septsaher* At first the fanaere were reluctant to sign contracts, as cotton 
ms QO^pl^tely unfamiliar to them as a orop. The wealthy farmers not only 
rsf^d to p^nt cotton but persuaded othezvi not to plant It, Moreover, 
many officials in the principal cotton etatlma Merely sat In their cfflces, 
althoo^ it was im^rtaat that they circulate among the fazners, 

Neyertheless, the program for signing contracts was fulfilled 102 
l^rcent in Brlbg Srez, 101 percent in I^ubusld Srez^ 93 i^rcent In Caplijlna 
Sres, 98 percent In Stolac Srez, and 86 percent in Trebinje.arez,

About 7,000 Jutro of hemp will he planted Ir Yukovar Srez, Slavonia, 
this year.
